tion will occur in the original cost of

feeds. 


The difference between the pur­ 


chase price and the selling price of 


an animal is called the margin of 


profit 
This is usually estimated on 


the basis of 100 pounds live* weight. 


Thus a margin of $1.5 0 means that 


the feeder received $1.5 0 per hundred 


weight more for the animals than 


he paid for them. 
The amount of 


margin is a very important factor 


in the profit from feeding 
steers. 


The margin required to break even 


in feeding operations depends upon 


a number of factors, the principal 


ones being (1) the purchase price. 


(2 ) the weight of the cattle pur­ 


chased, (3) the value of the feeds 


used, (4) the gain in weight made by 


the animals, and (5 ) the length of 


the feeding period. 
The higher the 


purchase price, the heavier the steer 


when purchased, the 
cheaper 
the 


feeds, the greater the daily gains, 


and the shorter the feeding period, 


the smaller the margin

purchase price and the 


selling price of the cattle, without 


loss to the feeder.

Three American girls— the Misses 


M arion Pa rk and Katherine Lord of 


Boston and Miss Ida London, of E l­ 


mira, N. Y .— went through the thick 


of the German w ar zone just as the 


fatherland was striking its first blow 


through Belgium. 
Their stories as 


told me on a train enroute to Rotter­ 


dam were full of praise for the court­ 


esy of German officialdom, civil and 


m ilitary in the first trying days of 


the war. 


W e were in the 
Bavarian Alps 


when we learned w ar was imminent 


said Miss Pa rk 
“ W e started for 


London via Cologne at once. 
When 


we reached Cologne, it was apparent 


that w ar was only a matter of hours. 


Everyw here the greatest activity was 


apparent and 
the 
population 
was 


feverish with excitement. 
From Col­ 


ogne we reached the little village of 


Dolhain on the Belgian frontier be­ 


tween Verviers and Aix L a Chappelle 


The mobilization orders came at that 


hour, and all tra in s were turned over 


to the military. 
W e had to disem­ 


bark. 
There was no hotel at Dol­ 


hain, so we got a peasant who had 


a little home in the town to take us 
in. 


“ The next morning we 
walked 


down the road to the railroad junc­ 


tion and met what seemed to us to 


be the entire German arm y advanc­ 


ing on Belgium. 
Throughout the en­ 


tire day thousands of men swung 


through the little village 
That night 
we began to hear the roar of can­ 


non as the Germans 
opened 
their 


attack on Liege. 
The roar continued 


all through the night— and almost as 


though the interruption during the 


next three days. 
There was a cess­ 


ation, the vevy stillness after such 


a din was indescribably impressive. 


W e felt we were in the very path of 


the war. 
Liege was only a few mile- 


distant. 
W e were in touch with the 


soldiers constantly. 
On the very first 


day we were in Dolhain they assured 


us we would not be delayed.

all seeemd confident there would be

as we could sec was uninjured by the 


hundreds of bullets fired at it. 
This 


was the only aerial craft we saw, hut 
German soldiers told me later that 


several had been maneuvering over­ 
head and that their shooting had 


brought one down 


W ith tin* arrival of the wounded 


we began to hear terrible stories of 


the cruelty of the Belgian 
peasants 


to wounded and helpless Germans. 


We saw a captain, two other officers 


and fifteen men brought in who said 


they were sleeping in a house when 


they were suddenly attacked by the 


villagers. 
The peasants forced their 


way into the house, 
and 
without 


rousing the soldiers 
attempted 
to 


slaughter all as they slept. 
These 


same 
wounded and others told us 


horrible stories of cruelties to Ger­ 


man wounded at the hands of B e l­ 


gians to whom they were left 
for 


treatment. 


“ From what we saw ourselves and 


our talk with the German wounded 


we are convinced there is much more 


truth in the German charge of B e l­ 


gian inhumanity and violation of the 


rules of civilized w arfare than the 
Belgian charge against the kaiser’s 


troops. 
Possibly this Belgian cruelty 


brought terrible retribution from the 


enraged German soldiers. 
That i> 


conceivable. 


“ The peasants 
in 
Dolhain were 


passive and sullen. 
But those in 


nearby villages were said to he fero­ 


cious against the invaders. 
W e were 


near the town of Vice which 
hsis 


since been burned because of the 


constant harrassing of Germans by 
villiagers. 


“ As the roar of cannon continued 


and a constant stream of German 


troops poured through Dolhain, we 


began to get uneasy. 
Food was be­ 


coming scarce. 
We* went to the Ger­ 


man frontier, but were refused per­ 


mission to cross back on German 


soil and then eame back to theVillage 


of Varied.

kindness himself, 
lie

everything for our comfort and fin­ 


ally wrote us a pass on a sheet torn 


from a pocket notebook.
